from 
since, and 
Supt. Kennedy, of the workhouse, 
who was questioned in regard to the 
matter, expressed the opinion that if 
such a described body was found it 
was his escaped prisoner and the 
printer so well known in this city and 
in many points of the suiTounding 
country. 
The home of Mr. Reddick's 
relatives, and his own when he was in 
this city, is near Twentieth street on 
the south side. 
Any further informa- 
tion would be thankfully received by 
his friends here. 


The deceased, if it be the man refer- 
red to, was about two years ago one 
of the most eloquent and successful 
exponents of the cause of temperance 
who followed in the trail of Francis 
Murphy here. He traveled all through 
Ohio rehearsing his experience and

followers.

sion and advocacy was honest, but he 
fell again, and has been a sojourner 
in the work house several times since 
for the sin he so plead with others to 
renounce.
